It is this process which has begun 

at the University of Alberta. ‘Ihe 
work will be intensified very siiortly 
when the new Dr J. S. McBachern 
Cancer Research Laboratory is in 
operation: 
. The Dr; McEachern Laboratory is 
the gift of the Alberta division of the 
Canadian Cancer Society and of its 
friends to thousands of known and un- 
known cancer sufferers whose lives 
may some day be saved by the dis- 
eoveries yet to be made at the re- 
gearch laboratory. 

One-third of the cost of building 
and equipping the laboratory, located 
on the campus of the University of 
Alberta, has “already been provided 
by the Alberta Cancer Society, but 
completion of building is dependent 
upon public subscription to the Alber- 
ta Cancer Society campaign for funds 
which is. being conducted April 15 to 
‘May 16of this year. 

Already the work done by a group 
of Alberta doctors and researchers 
at the wniversity—laboring under con- 
ditions far less favorable than those 
hich the new research laboratory will 
provide—ig evidence that the day may 
not be too far disant when cancer 
will no longer be the world’s most 
dreaded killer. 

. In March, 1950 the Alberta Divi- 
sion of the Canadian Cancer Society 
endowed a cancer research bed at the 
University of Alberta hospital, which 
fwas to be occupied by a series of 
patients all of them stricken with 
some form of cancer. The Cancer 
Society agreed to bear all the costs 
or hospitalizing these patients and 
to provide in addition, a fund from 
which was bonght the equipment and 
supplies necessary in the study of 
problems related to cancer and in 
particular to studies being conducted 
on patients in the Cancery Society 
esearch bed. 

The only outside assistance in this 
project came from the National Re- 
search Council of Canada whivh was 
instrumental in obtaining and con- 
tributing to the hospital certain 
amounts of the new drug cortisone,, 
when it was in extremely limited 
aupply. 

Five times in the year which fol- 
lowed, the Cancer Society’s research 
bed was occupied by patients suffer- 
{ng leukemia; or cancer of the blood. 
More than once the patients were 
children happily unaware that the! 
illness which drew doctors and re- 
searchers anxiously to their bedside 
was so vicious a disease; 

Studies were directed particularly 
towards the effect of cortisone and the 
hormones of the adrenal cortex on 
Jeukemia and related @ancers, and 
on the study of tumors of the adrenal] 
cortex itself, 

Gradually where at first there waa 
no hope hope began to grow. Corti- 
sone appeared to have a marked 
eneficial effect on some types of 
leukemia in children, although it was 
evident that these effects were only 
of a temporary nature, 

‘There was enough encouragement to 
carry the work along this line still 
further, and at the present time 
studies are being conducted to observe 
the effect of cortisone when it is used 
{n conjunction with other chemicals 
which are known to retard the growth 
of tissue. 

{The success of these experiments 
cannot yet be fully apprised, but a 
epokesman for the group of doctors 
and research :workers who are con- 
dueting the study on patients in the 
ancer research ‘bed had this to say: 

“It is believed that the combined 
wae of these drugs may offer more 
hope than the wse of the single drug 
alone.” 

But the story of research work js 
pone of failure as well as success, 

Experiments were conducted to de-| 5 
termine the value of new antibiotics 
r—drugs used to combat bacteria— 
and here again patients in the cancer 
Wersearch bed were the gubjects of the 
fests. After dilligent study, re- 
gearchers summed up their disap- 
pointment in one terse sentence: “The 
vesults of this, stady are still quite in-

by tumors of the adrenal gland which 
is now being studied. 

One particular phase of this ex- 
periment—the effect. of these tumors 
upon the use of salt by the mours 
apon tie use of salt by the body—has 
been made possible’ only by the pur- 
chase of a special instrument, the 
“flame photometerr” which was do- 
nated by the Cancer Society. 

So far. experiments on the adrenal 
gland have indicated that small a- 
mounts of cortisone administered over 
a long period of time will greatly re- 
duce the activity of tumours of the 
land in producing cortisone an‘ 
other hormones. There is some hope 
tivat by the use of this type of therapy 
these tumors may be controlled, and 
serious surgical operations may bc 
avoided in some canccr ‘cases, 

But only time and painstaking 
study will reveal if the theory is 
sound, and if so, whether or not it 
can be advanced towards as the ul- 
timate solution of the cancer prob- 
lem. 

Perhaps the Alberta researchers will 
find the study of this theory leads 
them to a blank wall; perhaps on 
the ot/er hand, right now they stand

Stop Grasshopper Damage 

Grasshopper damage to crops has 
tong been one of the most trouble- 
some insect problems facing farmers 
in Western Canada. Reliable egg 
surveys.completed last fall indicate 
that in spite of well organized grass- 
hopper control programs in all three 
provinces during the past three 
years, another extensive campaign 
will be needed over a large part of 
Western Canada this spring.

Effective Control Possible. For 
an expenditure of less than 50 cents 
per acre for chemical (chlordane or 
aldrin), applied as soon as the 
young ‘hoppers appear, any farmer 
can save his crop through his own 
efforts. Many continue to suffer 
losses because they do not begin 
control measures early enough. — 
Chemical control, however, is 
only one phase of a successful 
The cul- 


age and trap stripping of fields to 
be summerfallowed, will still be the 
basis of any good control campaign. 
Failure to follow approved cultural 
practices has resulted in much 
unnecessary damage by the stubble 
grasshopper while allowing a rather 
serious increase in this dangerous 
species, 

Pindividual Responsibility. The 
first responsibility of a farmer living 
in an infested area is to keep the 
grasshoppers. on his own farm 
strictly under control. Be prepared. 
Order grasshopper fighting supplies 
early. Watch for young, newly- 
hatched ‘hoppers and begin to fight 
them at once with tillage, bait or 
spray, Consult your local Agricul- 
tural Representative or municipal 
officials for further advice on how 
to stop grasshopper damage.

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An Annual Loss 


FIRE TAKES A REGRETTABLE TOLL of life and property in Canada 
every year. In the winter months, especially, few days pass without the 
occurrence of tragic fires, frequently involving loss of life, Too often the 
victims are helpless children. Many of these fires are preventable and 
Canadians are constantly being reminded of the need for more attention 
to fire prevention and more educatios in methods of fire protection and 
control, The recent report of the Dominion Fire. Commissioner, C. A. 
Thomson tells of the loss of life and property due to fires in the past year, 
and of the main causes of these fires, many of which, the report shows, 
could have been prevented. 


* * * * * 
: There were 54,500 fires reported in Canada in 1949, 
Much Damage the year covered by the report. These fires resulted 
in damage to property amounting to $65,159,044, 
To Property and the loss of 422 lives, Property valued at $15,- 


000,000 was not insured and so was & complete loss to the owners, Over- 
heated stoves, furnaces and furnace pipes were the causes of many of the 


39,000 fires in residences, which resulted in losses amounting to nearly 
$5,000,000. Defective wiring was another major cause of fires in homes 
and buildings, and the financial losses attributed to this cause was esti- 
mated to be $6,723,330. Careless smokers started fires which destroyed 
_ $3,141,399 worth of property in the year. However, this figure was nearly 
half a million dollars less than the one for the previous year, Fires of 
unknown origin caused the greatest loss of any one group, the value of 
property destroyed in this way being $30,509,284, 
~ * * * * * 

Incendiarism is not a major cause of fires in 
Canada. Of the 54,500 fires in Canada in 1949, 

H only 246 were attributed to arson. Almost all the 
Common Crime agines given in the report show a decrease from 
previous years, and this is taken as an encouraging sign, particularly in 
view of the increasing population and the number of new homes and build- 
ings which have been constructed in the past few years, However, in com- 
parison with other countries, fire losses in Canada are considered to be 
too high, and there is concern over the number of fires which are caused 
by carelessness and lack of proper precautions, Much of the responsibility 
for fire prevention lies with the individual citizen, and there is need for 
gteater interest on the part of the public in cutting down the tegrettable

Frosted Grain 

Where frosted wHeat, oats and 
barley is being used for seed, always 
increase the rate of seeding in pro- 
portion to the decrease in germina- 
tion, then sow the grain as shallow- 
jy as possible to get seed into mois- 
ture, advises A. G, Kusch, cerealist 
at the Experimental Station at Scott, 
Sask. 

Extensive frost damage to cereal 
grains occurred over a large area of 
the prairie provinces in 1950 and the 
damage was especially severe in 
Saskatchewan. Germination tests on 
cereal grains grown argund Scott 
where frost damage was severe, in- 
dicated that wheat generally will 
give satisfactory germination, but 
oats and barley will- not. Many 
samples of these grains, when tested, 
gave germination percentages below 


were tested in soil, the number of 
plants emerging did not equal the 
recorded germination percentage. The 
lower the percentage germination of 
the sample, the more serious was the 
failure of plants to emerge as the 
depth of planting was increased. In 
addition, there were many weak 
plants present that would not sur- 
vive under the average field condi- 
tions encountered in the spring. 

Mr. Kusch adds, as the extent to 
which germination of cereal grains 
has been impaired by frost cannot 
be determined by examining the seed, 
all farmers concerned are urged to 
make, or have a germination test 
made, on the grain they intend to 
use for seed. Wheat may appear to 
be damaged severely by frost and 
yet show good germination and the 
reverse “may be true. The germina- 
tion of oats and barley may be seri- 
ously affected and still show little 
external signs of frost damage. In 
tases where germination percentages 
are low, it will be advisable to pur- 
chase good seed to ensure a satis- 
factory crop.—Farm News.
